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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Budowsky (US 6,136,586). However, Budowsky does not disclose 
"maintaining a timer to monitor the age of the first solution" and "determining... based on 
the timer", in combination with the remaining limitations of the respective independent 
claims.
